The Soviet consular file 
on Lee Harvey Oswald, 
presumed slayer of Presi- 
dent Kennedy, sheds no 
light on the assassination, 
It was learned today. 

Soviet Ambassador Anato- 
ly F. Dobrynin turned over 
the file to Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk Saturday. It was

WILLINGNESS 

The Russians apparently In 
tended to demonstrate their 
willingness to help solve the 
slaying. They were not re- 
quired to turn the papers 
over, and this Government 
had not requested them. 

As a key to Oswald's pos- 
sible motives, one aource 
said, “They aren't worth a 
hill of beans.”

This 
group was named last week 
to “octisfy Itself that the 
truth li known" about both 
shootings. 

Apparently atlll unan- 
swered are two highly rele- 
vant questions — where Os- 
wald got the money to 
finance a trip to Mexico City 
In isle September and early 
October, and the whereabouts, 
of a man Identifying himself 
J as Bernard Weissman who 
paid lor a hate advertisement 
In a morning newspaper on 
the day Mr. Kennedy arrived 
in Dallas*
